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SIR FREDERICK LEITH-ROSS 


Sir Frederick Lelth-Ross left on 
Sunday for Nanking whence after 
meeting Mr. Wang Ching-wel, Dr. 
H.-H, Kung and other members of 
the Chinese Government, he is ex- 
pected to return here in the course of 
the week. Sir Frederick has em- 
phasized his need for time to study 
conditions in China before express- 
ing positive views on the situation. 
On Sunday he gave interviews to 
representatives of the local Chinese 
and Japanese press and he frankly 
explained the British Government’s| 
interest in China's present diticulties 
and its desire to have them assessed 
from the point of view of ascertain 
ing whether anything could be done 
to prescribe remedies, Sir Frederick's 
remarks were interesting in thelr 
‘emphasis on the importance of Great| 
Britain's material interests in China 
and on the friendliness of the recep- 
tion which had been given him by 
responsible Japanese officials on his 











way out to China. The  reaffirma- 
tion of Japan's desire to sec a stable 
Government in China is specially 


acceptable at this moment and it is 
also gratifying to note that Sir 
Frederick was impressed by Tokyo's 
readiness to be helpful in any 
practical scheme for China's advance- 
ment. More cannot be usefully said 
at this juneture. Sir Frederick has 
to acquaint himselt with the facts of 
the position here and he is setting 
‘ut to seek the necessary information 
from the authoritative sources avail-

must be allowed time to collect and 
bring his data into proper focus. 


DR. F. E. H. GROENMAN

AN INTERESTING BODY 


‘The Japanese Residents’ Corpora- 
tion in Shanghai which is now 
busily canvassing the problem of 
selecting @ President has an inter- 
esting history behind it, Tt eame into 
existence in 1906 and is duly reg- 
{istered under Japanese Jaw. For the 
Japanese community it performs 
various useful functions, such as 
conducting negotiations on behalf of 
thut community with the Shanghal 
‘Municipal Council and the Chinese 
‘wuthorities, In that capacity it may 
deal with questions affecting its con- 
stituents as a whole or it may in- 
vestigate and, if necessary, make 
representations on cases affecting in- 
dividual Japanese citizens, It. dis 
charges other beneficent duties in 
providing support to Japanese in 
stitutions n Shanghai, ‘such ag hos- 
pitals and schools, To’ carry out this 
‘work the Corporation under Japanese 
Iaw is entitled to collect revenue 
from its community on a duly 
prescribed basis, ‘This also enables it 
to create machinery for electoral 
purposes. The committee of | the 
Corporation is composed ot forty 
‘members, In election of whom the 
[contributors to its revenue are entitled 
to vote. Recent liveliness in dis- 
cussion of the Corporation's affairo 
has arisen out of the question of 
appointing a salaried President. Tt 
is understood that the figure now 
‘accepted by the Corporation is one 
ranging from $7,000 to $18,000 per 
annum with an allowance for quar- 
ters to the value of from $1,890 to 
$3,000. A Vice-President is "to be 
aid a salary of from $5,000 to $7,000 
with allowance for quarters fixed at 
@ maximum of $1,800. ‘There have 
been suggestions that the presidential 
salary should be higher than the 
figure named, but so far this proposal 

not found favour with the 
major Next weak an, emergency 
meeting of the community will con- 
‘sider the election of a president. The 
necessary permission has been obtain- 
ed from the Japanese Consul-Goneral, 
‘There is said to be a strong division 
of opinion and a clash between the 
representatives of the rival schools 
of thought is expected to produce a 
lively debate.

JUDICIAL REFORM 


Sept. 18. 

Mr, Chu Cheng, a graduate of 
the Tokyo Law ‘College, former 
Journalist and a notable reorganizer 
‘of Kuomintang machinery, appro 
priately gave the important 
Judicial Conference, which opened 
‘at Nanking on Monday, his. views 
on the progress of judicial reform. 
He has been President of the 
Judicial Yuan for four years and 
he has had the satisfaction of seeing 
that organ resume its control of the 
‘Ministry of Justice during his term 
of offie. ‘This resumption. took. 
place last October, thus relieving 
the Executive Yuan of responsibili- 
tes accepted under the orders of 
the National Government from 
January, 1932. So the Conference 
of two hundred jurists is able to 
apply itself to the vital issues of 
Judicial administration with nearly 
4 year’s experience of direct con- 
tact between the Courts and the 
expert organ of the Government, 
It will be generally agreed that the 
taske of building up a new judicial 
system under the Republic has 
been heavy. The revolutionary 
phase of the Government's ex- 
istence has even now not been com- 
Pleted: Consequently judicial 
ractice has been exposed to the 
disturbing influences of executive 
exigency. When therefore eminent 
jurists confer on the question of 
Judicial “reform, they cannot, 
Altogether avoid ‘a sense of un 
reality. Mr. Chu Cheng’s speech 
boldly’ recognized the dimtculties 
confronting his colleagues. He 
pointed out that the Criminal Code 
and the Codes of Civil and Crizainal 
Procedure had been subjected to 
several revisions and that the Civil 
Code had only recently been com: 
pleted. Apart from these considera 
ons, he reminded the jurists as- 
sembied that there was great room 
for reform; litigation had increased, 
and ‘many malpractices” had still 
to be eliminated, ‘The Conference, 
composed as it is of trained judici 
‘officers, may be expected to con 
‘rlbute usefully to the development 
of a healthily operating system of 
Sustice. f 

‘The genesis of the Conference 
deserves mention. Mr. Chu Cheng 
some time ago moved’ the Govern- 
ment to depute three high offcers 
of ‘the judicial service to visit 
Europe and America and Japan for 
the purpose of studying the systems 
{n force in other countries, Mr. Tan 
Shen, the Vice-President of th 
Judicial Yuan, visited America and 
Europe. Mr. ‘Shih Chih-chuan, a 
former’ Vice-Minister of Judicial 
Administration, and Mr. Hung 
Wen-lan, @ Departmental Director 
of tho same department, were sent 
to Japan. These three deputations 
all xeturned with what Mr. Chu 
Cheng described as “valuable pro- 
posals for the Government's con- 
sideration.” To supplement the in-

CANADIAN ELECTION 
Sept. 23. 

Canada is faced with the prose 
pect of a new Government as" well 
jas a new Governor-General. Next 
month the Federal Elections take 
place, the seventeenth Federal 
Parliament having been brought to 
its appointed end on July 5, when 
Lord Bessborough prorogued it. 
‘The cctual date of the expiry of its 
prescribed term of existence was 
on August 18. ‘The present 
administration is Conservative 
under the leadership of Mr. Richard. 
‘Bennett who has led his party since 
1927 and. been in office as Prime 
‘Minister with the External Affairs 
and Finance portfolios in his 
charge since 1930, Mr. Bennett is 
expected to appeal for the return 
of his Ministry on the ground that 
it has effectively handled the 
serious economic depression with- 
Jout resorting to dangerous. ex- 
periments. It will take credit for 
the Ottawa agreements by which 
Canadian trade has definitely bene- 
filed. The Prime Minister's own 
Province, Alberta (he has sat in 
the Federal Parliament for Calgary 
West since 1925) has in its own 
recent provincial elections given 
dramatic salute to heterodoxy, ‘Mr. 
William Aberhart, combining the 
scriptures with’ ‘the pseudo- 
}economic doctrines of Major C. H. 
Douglas, made a strong appea) to 
‘the simple-minded but distressed 
Albertan farmer and swept the 
board, although Major” Douglas, 
ealled to bear witness to the ex~ 
cellence of Alberta's version of his 
creed, played the Balaam role, in 
reverse gear, and exposed its fal- 
Jacies and absurdities. As complete 
endorsement of Mr. Aberhart's pro- 
ramme cannot be given without 
‘the support of the Federal Govern- 
ment, to whom certain financial 
functions are reserved, the Alberta 
“experiment” can be given only a 
limited scope. Moreover "the 
factual investment of the new 
‘Ministry with the responsibility of 
administration may bring about the 
customary revision of electioneer- 
‘ing theories. 

Nevertheless this clection is an 
uncomfortable portent, Tt has 
virtually eliminated" the two 
established parties from Alberta's 
Political philesophy and as in other 
parts of the country the leftward 
tendency is noticeable, the Con- 
servatives are facing more than the 
usual swing of the pendulum, ‘The 
Liberal leader, Mr. Mackenzie King 
has repudiated any idea of fornsing! 
an alliance with the Conservatives, 
Dbut the chances of his. winning: 
|enough support to enable a Liberal 
Ministry to take office. are con- 
sidered to be small. There is a 
movement for the creation of a 
National Party by uniting moderate 
men of the Conservative and 
Liberal groups, but although it has 
received considerable backing, “it 
does not yet seem to have shaken 
the official party organizations, A 
‘socialist group calling itself the Co- 
operative Commonwealth  Federa- 
tion has had fifteen members in the 
House of Commons which is now 
prorogued. Tt has ambitious plans 
for the election on a programme of 
abolishing capitalism, nationalizing 
the banking and monetary system 
and extensive public relief. It has 
behind it the Farmer-Labour 
alliance, but part of its thunder 
hhas been stolen by Mr. Aberhart 
‘and, there is another new move- 
ment which may weaken its pros- 
pects. The strength of the Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federa= 
tion lies in British Columbia, but it 
is believed to have made headway 
Jn Montreal and to some extent in 
Quebee, despite the denunciations of| 
the dominant clerical interest there. 
The new movement which may be 
expected to draw off recruits from 
the C.CF. party is led by Mr. H. H. 
Stevens who, just after the proreg 














, announced his intention to 
lead a Reconstruction and Reform 
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Party in a frontal attack on 
“plutoeracy” on non-soclalist lines, 
‘Mr. Stevens until October, 1934, was 
‘Commerce Minister in the present 
Government, owing to his strong 
disagreement with is fiscal policy 
to which he gave expression in a 
published pamphlet, thus arousing

Although disclaim- 
ing socialist aims, Mr, Stevens’ pro- 
‘gramme has many points in com- 
mon with that of the C.F, It in 
cludes a public works scheme of 
relief and it advocates the nation- 
alization of the banking system, 
Its advocacy of a drastic lowering 
‘of the tariffs will lose Mr, Stevens 
Conservative protectionists, but 
may strengthen his hold on the 
‘rural constituencies. In the urban 
areas he is reported to have made 
much headway. Whether, now 
that the election date is fixed, he 
can manage in a comparatively 
short time to acquire substantial 
‘Support is seriously doubted by 
‘competent observers. It is argued, 
however, that, with the two 
established parties under a cloud, 
Mr. Stevens’ undoubted possession 
of a personality denied to Mr. 
Bennett or Mr. Mackenzie King, 
may prove to be a valuable asset, 
‘The problem before the Conserva- 
‘tives and Liberals seems to be that 
of determining how to retain their, 
faithful adherents and yet display 
rearonable amenability to the pro- 
gressive influences stirring within 
their ranks, as distinct from the 
markedly “left” doctrines which 
fare being exploited by the 
victorious party in Alberta and by 
the C.C.F, In the light of the in- 
formation so far available it scems 
improbable that any one party will 
secure a sweeping majority, but 
‘this opinion may be subject to 
review when the election day 
actually arrives.

Lora Ponsonby and Sir Staiford 
Cripps perceive the force of the 
contention that the imposition of 
sanctions in support of a decision 
of the League of Nations must in- 
lvolve the collective system in war, 
As convinced pacificists, although 
hitherto strong adherents to the 
League, they cannot subscribe to a 
policy which has such results. 
"There is no reason to cavil at their 
decision: it may or may not be 
logical but it certainly conforms to 
a principle. It probably reflects 
the views of a number of their 
jcolleagues and, for the time being, 
it accords with the attitude of my 
Lords Beaverbrook and Rother- 
mere with neither of whom the two 
Labour leaders would ordinarily 
fexpect to be in agreement. Mr. 
George Lansbury has indicated 
that he is beset by the same 
qualms. Less _politically-minded 
folk may conceivably feel strongly 
disposed to similar emotions, ‘The 
underlying inspiration of en- 
‘thusiasm commanded by the League 
of Nations has been a deep abhor- 
‘rence of war, fortified by a poign- 
ant recollection of its actual 
horrors and an acute perception 
lof its present disastrous conse- 
quences. The assault planned by 
Italy on Abyssinia has been uni- 
versally condemned or at least de~ 
precated.

Involve war cannot be certainly 
declared even now. It is plain, 
however, that, in applying that 
test, the nations concerned must be 
prepared to take action which may 
have to be followed by armed 
arguments collectively arrayed. 
‘The logic which has prompted this 
policy is worthy of study. It sug- 
gests that if the League fails to 
prevent what the Covenant was 
framed to prevent, then the collec- 
tive system itself fails. If the 
collective system fails the European 
nations are confronted by the 
certainty of another nightmare of 
power diplomacy leading inevitably 
to a general conflagration at no 
distant date, for having regard to 
the enormous weight at the cost 
of modern armaments, it is evident 
that the Titanic burden cannot be 
borne indefinitely. The very reason 
which Signor Mussolini has dressed. 
up in such naive trappings will 
precipitate the conflict. ‘This con~ 
clusion having been reached, the 
argument for asserting the League's 
authority becomes overwhelming. 
It is based on the conviction that 
if the general pressure on Ialy, 
whether in averting her intended 
attack or by rendering that attack 
‘abortive, can be brought to a suc 
cessful issue, the League will have. 
effectively discouraged action which 
directly assalls the collective 5; 
tem and will thereby have re- 
established some of the sorely 
shaken machinery for the creation 
ofa real policy of world peace. In 
brief, the situation seems to be 
summed up in the view that firm 
‘collective action, even to the point 
‘of accepting the responsibilities of 
a war, is to be preferred to In 
action’ which, so far as human 
presefence can Judge, makes a far 
more terrible war inevitable in a 
few years’ time. Moreover, this 
point of view is backed by the 
argument that if Italy be per 
mitted without lot or hindrance to 
work her will in armed guise on 
Abyssinia, the way will lie clear to 
other aggression and other breaches 
of international contracts. The 
dilemma is tragic. Tt cannot be 
approached with levity or in a 
dogmatic spirit. Lord Ponsonby, a 
trained student of Foreign affairs 
before he entered politics, and Sir 
Stafford Cripps, an able lawyer 
and, whatever his political views 
ay be, a conscientious man, have 
the right to respect for ' their 
attitude, painful as it must be to 
them to’ break with their colleagues 
at this particular moment, when a 
General Election {s closely anead. 
Their perplexity is the perplexity 
of many in England to-day. 

‘Yer it is manifest from the care~ 
ful reticence of the Government at 
Whitchall and from the quiet 
movement of British naval, military 
and air forces, that the support to 
be given to the League on what is 
also a matter of principle is un- 
faltering. So far nothing has been 
sald to indicate any weakening of 
the poliey of co-operation with the 
League. Great Britain has not 
taken any step except in fulfilment 
of her ascertained obligations under 
the Covenant. It seems to be 
generally accepted that the Italian 
reply to the Council's proposals 
will be unfavourable. Indeed Signor 
‘Mussolin! has not hesitated to con- 
firm that view. ‘There is also a 
clear suggestion that this Ttatian 
refusal will be met by action in 
‘conformity with the Covenant. This 
may not imply sanctions, but the 
signs that some form of sanctions 
will be contemplated are strong. 
Indeed it is not rash to assume that 
recent movements in the Mediter- 
ranean and elsewhere have been 
inspired by that consideration. No- 
‘one can view this prospect with 
equanimity. This is no time to re- 
capitulate charges against Italy. It 
were better perhaps to condole| 
with her people in that their econo- 
mic. difficulties appear so disiress- 
fully to have disturbed their 
Leader's political balance, Petulant.

Shanghailanders take this com- 
fort to themselves. A grim xine 
‘months ago they were compelled to 
look askance at the days ahead. 
They fulfilled that obligation. They, 
were justified; but having passed 
through the’ prescribed _travail| 
which they find is still active, they 
can claim that they have weathered 
the storm in reasonably good shape. 
No doubt the same discipline is de- 
manded of them for the months im- 
mediately to come, but having ac- 
‘quired the right style of presenting 
‘the stiff upper lip, they may reason- 
jably affirm belief in their ability to 
survive. Values may get out of 
focus, tempers may become frayed 
as disappointment and deferred 
hopes assert their depressing in- 
fluence. A stout heart, kindly toler- 
‘ance and unabashed gaiety, attuned 
to practical sympathy for distress, 
can remarkably assist in defeating 
the most sinister spectres. In- 
terpreted in the vulgar tongue this 
means nothing less than the pre- 
servation of the equable 1nind 
‘which can, lke Dr. Luccock’s| 
‘Senators, dispense wisdom without, 
reading the books written to make 
men wise. So when the Municipal 
Council finds that its magic is 
credited with powers unknown to 
the Land Regwations it will not 
wax wrathful at the inveterate 
ignorance of its public, but rather 
rejoice in the discovery that even 
the Land Regulations have no 
value for some minds. That makes 
‘everything so much easier. It is| 
in fact a madly sane world in 
Shanghai and elsewhere, ‘The 
Council itself cannot escape the in- 
fection; otherwise it would not be 
80 anxious to abandon its contro!

S.S. MANTUA 
Sept. 24. 

Twenty-six years ago the Pen- 
insular and Oriental Steamship’ 
Navigation Company was in- 
jordinately proud of its new “M” 
lass liners. For the London  to| 
|Sydney run the beautiful creatures 
were destined. They were the 
Morea, Malwa, Marmora, Mongolia 
—and "Mantua. At that time the 
idea of sending a ship of 11,000 
tons through the Suez Canal was 
jdaring enough. ‘The Mantua in 
1909 was specially designed. to 
Jmeet the criticism that travellers, 
Eastward were subjected by the 
P. & O. to a more spartan regime 
‘than was their lot when they: 
‘crossed the Atlantic in the “Ics 
and the “Ias” or visited South 
‘Africa in the “Castles.” So she| 
had “drawing room” amenities in| 
her “music saloon,” her cabins| 
were fitted with new devices and 
her fans for counteracting the heat 
fof the Red Sea and the India 
Ocean were generously distributed. 
In particular an effort was made| 
to improve the second-class ac- 
‘commodation—an important point| 
for the Indian-patron of the senior 








British shipping line. So success- 
ful were the designers of the “M” 


class in that respect that it became| 
Ja fashionable form of economy for 
Colonels and married Majors of 
the Indian Army to “go second 
class P. & O,” leaving the first 
lass for dashing subalterns, opul- 
ent box-wallahs and. reeiless 
honeymoon couples. Her " maiden 
voyage was kind to the Mantua; 
jshe acquired a reputation as a good 
ship in all weathers. This claim 
was tested at the outset of her 
‘second journey from London to 
/Sydney. Then she ran into a four- 
Jdays hurricane from the Chops of 
the Channel to the other end of 
the “Bay” and repeated the ex- 
perience in that stormy Gult of 
Lyons. She came through well. 
Some there were who pretended 
{that she rolled. They were crush- 
ingly refuted by others who de- 
Jclared that she pitched. The truth 
was that she was a ‘comfortable 
ship. As such she remained through 
the whole of her service. 

In those early days the old Sal- 
sette used to wait for her at Aden 
jand there separate the sheep from 
the goats—in other words take off 
the Bombay passengers and re- 
Heve the Australians of the strain 
of having to listen to tales of 
Burrapore in the eighties. The 
Salsette gave fine proof of the 
falsity of the theory that to be 
beautiful is to be good. She was 
a dream in white, more like a 
private yacht than a commercially~ 
minded liner; but she was a beast. 
She did everything that the Mon- 
soon would instigate her to do. 
If she failed to achieve some of 
the fiendish brutalities of the Isis 
jand Osiris who used to bring the 
‘mails to the Mantua at Port Said’ 
from Brindisi, that was only 
because she spoke Hindustani as| 
bbefitted one of her name and could 
not know the Egyptian tricks of| 
the Adriatic. Nil nisi bonum.... 
in November 1915, after running| 
fon a sandbank and being  safely| 
‘extricated by a British gunboat, 
‘when she was hugging the Red 
Sea shore too closely to avoid 
‘Turkish attentions, she was sent| 
fon active service ‘and gallantly’ 
went to her death as a despatch 
carrier. The Mantua had the 
same ‘break in her civilian rou- 
tine but survived. As an .armed_ 
eruiser she joined the North 
Atlantic blockade. And after the 
‘war, a veteran refurbished and 
rejuvenated, the Mantua returned 
to the mercantile marine. The 


Australian run was no longer 
hers; the “ferry” at Aden had 
igond and she penetrated to the 





Far East, by Bombay, Colombo, 
Penang, Singapore and ‘Hongkong, 
jin order to bring Shanghailanders 
through the Suez Canal. Some- 
how or other no-one troubled 
about her old-fashioned style. She 
seemed to have the knack of 
retaining the glamour of the days 
when she was the latest word in 
P. & O.'s vocabulary. If she was 
beginning to be called “old,” that 
was in tribute to her charm and 
kindly disposition. It was no 
indecent reference to the passage 
lof the years. 

Now the hand of destiny has 
brought her to Shanghai where 


she has picked up her last pilot, 
jsaid farewell to her officers _and 
jerew—the personnel of the Man- 
tua have been famous for their 
jesprit de corps and habit of treat~ 
jing their passengers as thelr 
friends—and is now in process 
fof being “broken up.” So she is 
going to bits and pieces in a Chi- 
nese port, 10,000 miles or more, 
away from the Greenock of her 
aunching over a quarter of a 
century ago. It is sad to think 
that ‘there is nothing but the 
“knacker’s yard" for the trusty 
ship who has survived the perils 
of the sea and come to the end 
fof her task. Perhaps, some day, a 
shipowner of imagination will con~ 
ceive the idea of providing a happy 
refuge for the old age of weary 
liners. ‘That poet who was born 
in a Mantuan farm sang of some 
such retreat:

A PATHETIC CONFESSION 


‘Sigmor Mussolini's actual diagnosis 
of his country's condition is not sur- 
prising, Tt accords with the general 
Feading of the situation for some 
days in the light of the marked 
inability of Ttaly's spokesmen to give 
‘an effective response to the (uly 
generous offers of conciliation made 
both in Paris and Geneva. Yet it 
is surprising that the Leader should 
venture to confess so pathetic an 
inability to stem the tide of his 
ambitions, His machine has run 
away with him. ‘That is the lesson 
which Dictators have failed t 
before, Signor Mussolini is 1 
imitate them unless by some un- 
foreseen effort of illumination he 
can be brought to perceive the fatal 
folly of acquiescence in the inevita- 
Dility of war. His deprecation of 
breach in British and Italian fviend- 
ship will be heartily echoed in Eng- 
land, Yet it is pertinent to inquire 
whether the amazing press campaign 
which has been disfiguring his 
regime in the last few months could 
be calculated to support him in that 
amiable fidelity, For the rest his 
comments to the representative of the 
"Morning Post” reveal a sterility of 
imagination which at ‘this critical 
moment ig depressing to witness. He 
seems entirely to overlook the funda- 
‘mental force of the opinion arrayed 
against him—in its stern insistence 
‘on the basic importance of loyalty to 
accepted principles.

He wasastrong sup- 
porter of the Zionist organization and 
2 Grm believer in the strict preser- 
vation of the traditional religious 
observances of his faith. He combin- 
ed deep scholarship, ‘piety ana a 
practical outlook on affairs with ex- 
Septional consistency and his in- 
uence in curbing fanaticism was all 
the greater because his orthodoxy 
was ‘beyond question. In him the 
Jews in Palestine have lost a notable 
leader. 


GOOD OUT OF EVIL 


The centenary of the Act which 
abolished the old oligarchical system 
of local administration and pave 
the way for the entranchisement of 
Jaatepayers, has given rise to suitable 
Gratification at the development of 
municipal life in England. ‘The emo- 
tion is highly commendable and in 
contemplating the admirable organt- 
zation of the English borough and 
the excellent permanent _ officials 
who have been gradually introduced 
everywhere, it is just to be proud 
‘of the advance made in a hundred 
years. Yet candour impels the ob- 
Servation that the Municipal Cor- 
Porations Reform Act of 1835 was 
the product of no enlightened move- 
ment of public opinion. It prosale- 
ally and ‘not very creditably arose 
from the ‘desire of the Whigs to 
break up Tory strongholds, Hence 
the discovery that the freemen of 
the borotgts usually voted Tory, 
inspired the Whigs to attempt the 
elimination of such misguided folk. 
From that petty ambition sprang the 
progressive idea of making represen= 
tation correspond with taxation, in 
‘municipal as well as in national af- 
fairs. ‘The Tories, in thelr turn, were 
not a whit less " party-ridden, but 
the broad-mindedness of Sir Robert 
Peel saved the measure from being 
4 mere instrument of party polemic 
No doubt such wicked feelings are 
sedulously avoided in this civilized 
‘age, but the eynie must be permitted 
to accept that view with reservation, 
In one respect the memory is help- 
ful, Tt shows that sometimes beneficent 
‘measures can be carried without the 
stimulus of public opinion, So when 
public opinion is apathetic or non~ 
existent, there is no reasort for re- 
forming zeal to despair. Tories and 
Whigs have gone their way, but their 
places are not altogether vacant. 


CLASS PREJUDICE 


Sir Stafford Cripps is not happy 
in the explanation given for his 
resignation. from the Labour Execu= 
tive. In short he is in favour of war 
Af it can be run on the lines of class- 
prejudice. This hardly does credit 
to the pacifist principles originally 
invoked by him and Lord Ponsonby 
in justification of their decision. On 
practical grounds it seems specially 
fatuous, for the idea of limiting 
sanctions fo a particular class. 
obviously makes them ineffective. 
Support for Sir Stafford's peculiar 
procedure would merely involve the 
exploitation of a foreign crisis to 
precipitate domestic strife for the 
furtherance of certain political ambi- 
tions without in any way influencing 
the course of events which provided 
the ostensible excuse for such action.

SHANGHAI NOTES 








HORNS AND NOISE 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Councit 
has approved further measures for 
the mitigation of the  motor-horn 
nuisance, Exhaustive investigation of 
the technical issues involved has been 
followed ‘by careful consideration 
within the Council. The result is that 
cars are limited: to a maximum of 
two horns, multiple tone horns are 
to be prohibited, short, sharp signals 
are to be exclusively adopted by 
drivers desiring to make their pres- 
ence known end, except in emer- 
gency, the use of a horn in a station- 
ary ‘car is to be avoided. These are 
eminently. sensible provisions and it 
is to be hoped that they will work 
Jout satisfactorily for the public, 
for the motorist and for the police 
on whom will rest the duty of en- 
forcing the new rules, Generally it 
would seem that the nuisance chiefly 
arises from the inconsiderate attitude 
‘of the driver and is not so much the 
roduet of any particularly flendish 
ingenuity on the part of the manu- 
facturer of motor-car equipment, This 
apparently is the Council's view in 
refusing to make the use of bulb 
horns compulsory, apart from the 
fact that that type of horn is out of 
date. At the same time strenuous re- 

tance would probably be offered to 
1y extensive development of caco- 
phonous fancy in providing cars with 
stentorian signals, The normal pat- 
tern horn without the multiple tone 
should be adequate. If the craze for 
novelty should follow feminive fash- 
fon and throw the minds of manufac- 
turers back to some distant age, there 
‘might be a movement to ft cars with 
cymbals, trumpets or shawmns, ‘The 
Council’ would no doubt face the 
crisis firmly and issue peremptory 
orders for shawms to be banned, if 
ot as @ mulsance at least as an un- 
justifiable encroachment on. th 
Preserves of the Municipal Orchestra, 

















‘The beneficial results of the Coun- 
c's action in mitigation of the motor- 
horn nulsance will be judged when 
experience can afford a reliable guide. 
‘That some regulation was necessary 
thas been evident from the pained ex- 
pressions of opinion in the press and 
elsewhere for some time, Mr. 
DrAuxion de Rufté has some pointed 
observations of his own on that sub- 
ject and he is entitled, on behalf of 
‘his association, to claim eredit for 
having assisted the Council to come 
to a deeision, although, as he explains, 
it does not go as far he would like, 
‘The problem has been complicated by 
idiosynerasies which would not readily 
be found in other cities. Cases have 
‘been known where motor cars in 
pursuit of the laudable vbjeet of keep 
ing the world aware of their presence, 
are fitted with no less than fourteen 
horns of varying degrees of efficiency. 
‘The sound of a car equipped with 
fourteen horns ‘would be delightful 
to hunters of the Snark. ‘They cannot 
hhonestly be described as essential to 
the ‘peace of mind of Shanghai. It 
will be interesting to know what will 
be the attitude of such insatiable 
noise-mongers toward the restrictions 
now proposed. ‘The nervous plight of 
a car condemned to find its way about 
the streets of this city with not more 
than two horns, when it has been 
accustomed to a battery of fourteen 
arouses the acute sympathy of the 
humanitarian. Perhaps the Council 
will take’ a leaf’ out of opium- 
reformer’s book and permit such 
addicts “to arrive. ata state 
Jof quictude by progressive stages 
junder special expert treatment, 
‘The innocent glee of the car on find- 
ing, in due course, that it can exist 
with only ten horns will. be worth 
study and when the blissful accept- 
‘ance of the meagre allowance of {wo

of any deaf and dumb garage.

League Assembly Told of 
Conditions in China 


Genova, Sept, 17, 

Speaking before the Fifth Commis 
sion of the Leaguc of Nations, that 
fon Social Problems, Mr. Hsiao Chi- 
Jyung, of the Chinese legation in 
Paris, and Chinese delegate to the 
JGeneral Assembly at Geneva, de- 
jclared yesterday that the present 
lamentable circumstances of many 
Russian women in Shanghai were due 
to economic conditions.

employees Make Homes: More Smuggling 


Reported: New Highway to Tangku

‘Tientsin, Sept. 14. 

Since the Chinese Eastern Railway’ 
was purchased by the  Manchoukuo 
authorities and all the Soviet railway 
employees discharged, some with 
handsome retiring allowances, quite 
@ number have found thelr way to 
‘Tientsin, although the majority of them 
returned to their native land. Just as 
‘Avenue Joffre in the French’ Conces-_ 
ssion can be termed the Russian qua 
ter of Shanghai so can the Dickinson 
Road vicinity of the British Conces- 
sion be termed the Russian quarter 
of Tientsin. Before the advent of 
these Soviet ex-rallway employees, 
Dickinson Road, Cousins Road and 
Elgin Avenue were known for the 
Russian element, practically every 
shop, store, restaurant and dwelling 
house being occupied by them. 

‘Those who still have some money 
left from their retiring allowances ot 
pensions have lost no time in opening 
shops, restaurants and. cafés, while 
the landlords of empty houses in the 
Russian district have benefited by 
new tenants who have paid several 
months’ rent in advance ‘and opened 
boarding house businesses. Those who 
have a fair knowledge of ‘the Englisa 
Tanguage will possibly be able to 
make a living in Tientsin, but those 
‘who speak and understand only Rus-| 
sian and who are not well off finan-| 
clally, will find it dificult to keep the| 
wolf from the door. 








Millinery Satons Popular 


Millinery and dressmaking establis! 
ments run by Russians are springing| 
Lup like mushrooms, while the cheap 
Russian eating houses are doing a 
thriving business. But there is 
other angle with this influx of Rus- 
sians—the undesirable elements. Ha 
bin under the Manchoukuo régime 
‘has boen undergoing a through cleans~ 
ing process, the criminal class and 
hooligans rounded up and the beggar 
class segregated in Fuchiaten, 

‘A great many however escaped and 
came to Tientsin, with the result 
that the number of petty robberies, 
burglaries, swindling cases, assaults, 
and the usual beggar nuisance are on 
the increase, all Tald at the doors of 
Russians of the underworld and 
habitual criminals, ‘The majority at 
exemplary eltizens, however, and 
work hard for thelr daily bread, many. 
of them selling newspapers at’ street 
corners, or hawking various kinds of 
Russian eatables from door to door. 
Even gramophone records are peddled 
from door to door and even sold on. 
the instalment pla 






























Apropos of silver smuggling, a little 
comedy was infused into the racket 
on Monday. last. Just before  the| 
departure of the fast train from the| 
East station for Shanhaikuan a gang 
of about 25 Koreans were found on 
board and several were caught by 
the Japanese police inspectors with 
smuggled silver dollars in thelr pos- 
session, Four of them were detained, 
‘and placed in a room at the station, 
‘Meanwhile six others were driven off 
the train for engaging in silver smug- 
ling, but Just as the train moved 
another Korean appeared from out of 
the blue and jumped on the train. 
‘As his actions appeared suspicious 
he was chased, finally caught, and 
taken off the train. During the ex- 
citement three of | the six Koreans| 
who were being detained in a room 
at the station got away, and up til 
now have not been located. 
‘Tentsin-Tangku Highway 

A new highway is to be built be- 
tween Tionisin and ‘Tangku. ‘The 
proposed route has already been in- 
spected and surveyed by a party of 
officials of the Tienisin Bureau of, 
Public Works. ‘The road will ba| 
about’ 42" kilometres “long and 16 
metres wide. It will be constructed 
with cinder surface one metre 
hhigher than the land on both sides. 

From Tientsin to Ssutaoshiao, near 
Hisinho, is about 30 kilometres but the 
rainy weather has affected the sur- 
face, also the heavy traffic of native 
carts. It is therefore proposed to 
raise and level the surface. The re- 
mainder of the highway to Tangku 
also will be raised and levelled, but 
the road foundation, built several 
years ago by soldier-labour, isin 
such a terrible condition that’ a new 
Toud base will have to be constructed. 
‘Although there are ten bridges along 
the route, anly one bridge is capable 
of standing motor tram, 

For quite a long time the ex-Ger- 
man Bund has been an eyesore, as 
far as the condition of the roadway 
was concerned. After a heavy down- 
pour of rain it became a veritable 
‘quagmire and full of ruts and holes,

‘This is a step in the 
Fight direction and fuldls a long felt 
want, as the D. K. K. steamers berth 
alongside the ex-German Bund. Be-| 
sides other vessels, the offices and 
godowns of the San Peh Co. are also 
situated along the Bund, and under 
normal conditions the ' ex-German 
Bund is a hub of industrial activity.

New Administrative Centre 
to be Built 


Nanking, Sept, 22. 
Definite measures for the establish~ 
ment of the Administrative Centre 
in the capital have been devised 
Jointly by the Ministries of Interior, 
Finance, and War, it is announced. 


According to these measures, 2,000) 
‘mow of land are to be purchased in 
the yicinity of the Ming Palace. for| 
the ‘construction of the administr 
tion buildings. Over $800,000 have 
already been appropriated by the 
Ministry of Finance, through the 
Central Bank of China, for the pur- 
chase of the “land. 

‘According to present plans, the 
offices of Central Party Headquarters 
fare to be on the north side of

LAND ADMINISTRATION 
CONFERENCE 


Minister's Pointed Reminder 
to Officialdom 


Nanking, Sept. 17, 

Out of 65 proposals submitted, "35 
were adopted’ at the National Land 
Administration Conference which. 
concluded yesterday. One the most 
important proposals adopted yester- 
day was that the Government should 
afford facilities to and encourage 
the migration of inhabitants from 
the congested coastal provinces to 
the frontier provinces. Another pro- 
posal was ‘that local authorities 
‘should accord every facility to the 
Government for the purchase of 
Private land for the construction of 
railways, highways, and other means 
‘of communteations, 

‘The reformation of public ceme- 
teries, with a view to. economizing, 
the use of public land for burial 
purposes was another proposal, 


‘adopted. 

In his closing address, Mr, Tao 
Lu-chien, Vice-Minister "of Interior, 
reminded the delegates that one of 
the commonest shortcomings. in 
Chinese oficialdom was that resolu- 
tions usually were adopted at con- 
ferences but seldom were carried 
out. ‘This habit, he urged, should

AN AMERICAN AND 
BRITON DETAINED 


Martin and de Francis Held 
by Kansu Military

From Basin Gol they travelled 
jsouth into Kansu, for which province 
it is believed they did not have 
visas when they left Pelping—Reuter. 

Foreigners Released 
Peiping, Sept. 18.

Martin and John de Francis, 
jwho were detained by the military 
authorities in Suchow, Kansu, has 
been received in Peiping from Martin,

Japanese insurance companies are 
refusing to insure eargocs shipped by 
Italian vessels because they are un- 
able to re-insure the risks through 
Lloyd's underwriters in accordance

‘One week ago to-day between sixty. 
‘and seventy orphans left this, city for 
‘Shunking and Tanishan, They were 
all packed tightly on a large Chinese 
junk and were under the charge of 
Mr. and Mrs, Pu and Miss Wane. 
‘The Kialing ‘river has risen con- 
siderably and the ladies in charge 
of this orphanage are beginning to 
wonder how the orphans are faring 
and just exactly where they are. 
There are some forms of mission 
work in China Where evacuation 
entails the packing of a carpet bag 
and making for the opposite and safe 
bank of the river, leaving behind a 
conglomeration of ‘earthly. belongings 
to amuse and interest’ the Com- 
munists. An evacuation is always a 
dangerous, dificult and nervous ex- 
perience but it has and has had its 
advantages. Like primitive man the| 
missionary likes to own his own cave 
into which he piles, stacks, and 
‘arrange his present and accumulating 
possessions. 

‘Naturally an evacuation is a trying 
experience in more ways than one, 
and when the evacuator has to pick, 
up and run for his life, he is more. 
or less forced to say good-bye to 
some things which, he holds very 
dear. ‘The Commuhists walk into 
the cave and relieve the missionary 
of ten or twenty loads of stores, 
bedding, furniture, and personal be- 
longings. They leave and when tha| 
missionary returns he finds them all 
gone: little nick-naeks which friendly 
aunts and “uncles have passed on 
from time to time all go, leaving the 
cave with a very weary’ and dreary 
appearance, 

‘Looking after a family of seventy 
orphans during evacuation days is no 
easy task, ‘To clear off ard leave 
them would be simply impossible as| 
these kindly ladies had made them- 
selves responsible for their young 
charges. Exactly one year ago. they| 
had to suddenly pick up and flee. 
‘Tanishan was threatened by Com: 
munists from the north of the prov- 
ince, ‘Twice before this they had had 

= t0 flee and leave thelr beautiful nom*| 

among the Szechuan mountains and 
Seek refuge in Shunking, some five 
days distance overland. 


Dysentery Among Orphans 

On the two former occasions they 
had terrible and trying experiences. 
At Shunking dysentery broke out 
‘among the orphans when they had 
to take shelter in a large silk factory 
and six of their number died. Every- 
thing around them was chaos with 
thousands fleeing for their lives, but 
what was to be done with seventy 
‘orphans severely attacked by dysen- 
tery? After careful inquiry had been 
made the children were gathered 
together and the doleful procession 
started for Sinchenpa on the left 
bank of the Kialing River. 

‘When the party arrived on the 
main road from Tung the sight was 
indeseribable, Thousands of refugees 
‘were fleeing from the Reds to thi 
crossing at Sinchenpa. On arrival 
‘there tens of thousands were waiting 
to get across to the right bank. AS 
soon as a boat arrived the stampede 
was terrible and hundreds lost their| 
lives in crowding onto over crowded 
boats. At Sinchenpa and along the 
main highway children got separated 
from thelr parents, husbands from 
their wives, and servants from their 
masters; the yelling was continuous 
day and night as they called for 
Lost relatives. 


‘At Sinchenpa the ladies spent four 
days waiting for a boat to take 
them across the river. So terrible 
was the crush that hundreds rushed 
into the river whenever: the ferry 
boat appeared, many wading up to 
their necks. A message was sent to 
Dr, Gray at Nanpu seeking his help 
in securing boats to take them down 
river. Boats were not being re 
leased, but Bishop Holden sent word 
that two boats would come down 
and pick them up. The ladies 
‘waited for four days and then crossed 
the river with their seventy orphans, 
but this had to be done a mile up 
the river so as not to attract the 
waiting thousands at Sinchenpa. 
‘One day they saw two boats com- 
ing down and a thrill of joy came to 
them when they discovered some 
Europeans on board. 

Refusal to Open Bridge 

From this point the ladies ex: 
perlenced great difficulty as they 
Journeyed down the river. Small 
military offeials and their wives 
demanded accommodation on the 
orphan’s boat and when refused made 
considerable trouble. They had to 
ass three pontoon ‘bridges and pay 
Out $20 for the immense trouble of 
getting past them. At one pontoon 
bridge it seemed impossible for them 
to move the powers that be to make| 
an opening for them, go the ladies and 
‘orphans started out’ on foot along a. 





















































very wet and muddy road. Some 
of “the small children were now 
getting very tired and wet and 
weary. 

Resting at a village, one market day 
they waited to see if the boats would 
Jcome along. When they did so one 
arty of the children went in one 
direction and another party in the 
lopposite direction. Another lift on the 
‘boat, another time of wrangling to 
get past a pontton, another deputa- 
Hon to wait on the official to solicit 
/his help and finally the party reached 
[Shunking safe and sound having lost 
no member of the party. This was 
[simply marvellous, two ladies with 
seventy children, and every member 
/safe in the mission compound. With 
grateful hearts they thanked God for 
fall His care and goodness. 

‘A few months later Shunking had 
to be evacuated and the orphans 
were removed by boat to Chungking. 
JAfter some months here the mites 
are now on thelr way back to 

ranishan, twenty days journey from 
Chungking, up the Kialing River. 
‘After three evacuations in two years 
the ladies in charge of this work are| 
quite prepared to carry on. When| 
they evacuated one year ago they 
hhad to leave behind them a rice and 
wheat harvest just gathered in and 
during the past two years they have 

iY enjoyed their beautiful orphan- 

fe among the Szechuan mountains 

for the space of three months. Such 

is life in the province of four rivers. 
Position of Chungking 

Chungking is built on one gigantic 
rock, stands on the left bank of the 
Yangtze, just at its junction with the 
Kalin, is six hundred feet above 
evel, and about 1,500 miles from 
the coast. At the present moment 
there is an unprecedented rise in the 
river, the water being exceptionally 
high,’ covering the aeroplane landing, 
and the heat is extraordinary for the 
‘month of September. Most people in 
Chunking are feeling it hotter to-day 
than any day during the sumer. 

Chungking soaks in the heat during 
the day and returns the compliment, 
‘at night, making the nights more un- 
bearable than the days. Chungking| 
is a revelation and to appreciate the 
‘twemendous change which has taken 
place, one has to know the Chung- 
king of more than 25 years ago. Then 
this great inland city’ was something |

‘The Yangtze, or Big River, is just 
the same. The water rose 30 feet in 
24 hours, and continues to rise at the 
rate of a foot per hour. ‘There is no 
foreshore, but the boats tle up at the 
street landings at the former city 
gates, Ferrymen have increased the 
fares from 600 eash per passenger to 
2,000, and feel that they earn this 
inereased pay. The water mark this 
morning stands at 80 feet, but reports 
from Suifu indicate that the peak 
has keen reached there,

For Japan in the year 1935 is pro-

‘The old-timers and the militarists 
are striving to check all Western in- 
fluences which tend to conflict with 
‘or demoralize thie spiritual culture.

‘they term the insidious advances of 
Occidentalism. 

While they grudgingly admit the 
necessity of accepting the eclentife 
achievements of the West, they would 
‘rather see the nation move backward 
than to absorb the free and easy 
thoughts which prevail particularly 
in the United States, 

‘The idea of the army, but not 
necessarily of the numerous patriotic

Nanking Foundling Asylum Caring for Six Hundred 
Deserted Infants 





‘The Nanking Public Nursery 
tached to the relief home under the 
Bureau of Social Welfare of the City 
Government is engaged in a noble 
work. Silently, patiently, this bene~ 
volent organ his devoted ‘itself to the 
nursing of nameless, parentless in- 
fants and children, those deserted 
insignificant little beings whose births 
ire regretied by thelr parents and 
society as.a whole, 

Situated on a secluded street in 
the western part of the city, the 
foundling asylum has been ‘iittle 
known to the busy city papulace. 

‘Latest investigation ceveals that no 
tess. than 600 infants and children, 
nearly oll of whom came from un- 
known parentage, have found their 
way into the nursery and are cared. 
for. They are well fed, well clothed 
‘and are given full medical attention 
fn case of sickness in this haven for 
‘the Unclaimed nurslings. 

‘On account of the limited accom- 
modation of the foundling hospital, 
‘only. 100 infants and children are 
now being accommodated in the in- 
stitution at a cost of about $8 each 
every month, ‘The other 500 are

rain sends. all buses scurrying to the 


nearest station to wait for fine 
weather, ‘The people of Kiangsi tak> 
it as a foolish question. Rain makes 
no difference to buses in Kiangs|; all 
roads appear to. be hard-surtaced. 
We are informed that all hsien cities 
Jare now connected by these roads. 
Gen. Chiang now has issued orders 
‘that a large amount of additional 
roads should be constructed to con- 
ect up the hslen cities with the 
Jsmaller market towns. Reconstruc- 
tion work is being carried on by 
three different groups in Kiangsl 
‘The first and most important is 
that done by the provincial govern- 
‘ment itself through its hsien govern 
iments. ‘The second is that carried 
‘out by the National Economic Coun- 
jell with the ald also of specialists 
appointed by and paid by the pro- 
[vinelal government. ‘The third is that 
‘being done by the Christian group 
‘as a church enterprise. 


Compulsion When Necessary 
So far as the immediate effective 
ness of the work is concerned the 
most efficient work is that done by 
the provinclat government through 
fig hslen and smaller “units, called 
“chu.” This work is immediately 
effective because a large measure of 
[compulsion ean be used where neces- 
[sary to enforce all measures adopted. 
‘The writer visited the “second chu” 
of Linehuan ‘where the provincial 
government programme has been 
ked out most effectively. In this 
Jdistrict the central village to outward 
fappearances has been transformed 
Into a neat clean up-to-date spot. 
‘There'is aayell-condueted public school 
with gardens and orchards and « 
fine community hospital subseribed 
for by public spirited citizens. The 
people have frequent public meetings 
In which they are trained in com- 
munity government and instructed in 
affairs concerning the state and 
[National Government. 
One of the most effective enter 
prises is a station for the prevention 
JOf animat diseases. Before this station 
was established, as much as from ten 
to forty per cent. of domestic animals 
died cach year. During the present 
year deaths from communicable 
[iseases almost have been eliminated. 
[Whether this record can be main- 
tained over a long period or over a 
wide area is as yet uncertain. 
‘Work Rapidly Developed 
In connection with the reconstruc- 
tion work of the National Economic 
[Council one finds somewhat less of 
the spirit of coercion in connection 
withthe rural centres. An effort is 
being made to develop public spirit, 
spontaneous Interest and growth of, 
[the masses. One is especially struck 
with the rapidity with the work is 
developed. In less than a year from 
the time of the establishment of a 
centre one finds all seven features 
fof the work under way with old 
temples adapted and fitted up for the 
new programme. of community 
service. Smart. young high schoo! 
fand college graduates are leading 
‘and instructing the people along. all 
jmanner of ines, such as public 
health, agriculture, government, civic 
improvements and education. Another 
feature of the work at every centre 
4s the emphasis on education both of 
children and adults. The National 
Economic Council under the efficient. 
‘and enlightened leadership of Mr. 
Chang  Fu-liang has ten of these 
stations established or in the process 
of being established in the province. 
‘One hesitates to write about the 
jwork being done by the churches 
{for reconstruction in the province. 
[Work “has recently been started at 
[Lichuan which promises well for the 
future of that district. Here, as 
everywhere else, one finds the mass 
Jeducation programme catching on 
Tike wild-fre. Classes both day sand 
‘night for men, women, and children 
are well-conducted and well-attend- 
Jed. A part from this enterprise one 
sees little evidence of effective work 
by the churches in the great effort 
to raise the people from thelr” age- 
long sleep. Some churches seem to 
hhave nothing but preaching services 
‘with no vision of the actual applica:

SLEEPING SICKNESS 
CARRIED BY ANTS 


Yokohama Doctor's Claim to 
Discovery of Cause 





Tokyo, Sept. 

The recent floods in central Japan 
have led to an important medical dis- 
Jcovery which may greatly facilitate 
the conquest of sleeping sickness 
(encephalitis lethargica), 

Spurred on by the severe out» 
breaks of this dread disease in the 
wake of flood conditions, Professor 
Hermann Grauert, a well-known 
Yokohama doctor ‘hailing from 
Munich, has succeeding in isolating 
fhe sleeping sickness microbe in a 
sediment of spinal fluid taken from 
‘8 patient. He has named It “bacillus 


Investigations based on this dis- 
Jcovery point to red ants acting as 
carriers of the bacillus from the car-| 
jeases of drowned rodents, dogs and 
jeats to children and other persons 
‘with delicate skins. 

‘The type of sleeping sickness 
known in Japan this summer differed. 
‘considerably from the African variety. 
Patients went into a coma in one to 
seven days and died quickly of 
paralysis of the respiratory orguns, 
Whereas the African disease takes 
four months to develop. Twenty-five 
per cent. of the Japanese cases proved 
fatal.—Reuter.

‘A Seamen’s Cemetery in 
Pootung Village 


Surrounded by busy factories and 
squalid Chinese huts of the poorest 
type, lies the Pootung Cemetery, a 
pateh of land measuring slightly over 
three acres in area, and containing 
the. bodies of foreign seamen who 
died here before 1900. Situated about 
half a mile inland from a point direet- 
Jy opposite The Bund, it is reached 
by a winding street which, incident- 
ally. is infested by hordes of the 
most mangy dogs imaginable, and, 
despite its comparative nearness (9 
the centre of the bustling metropolis 
of Shanghai, it le known to but a few 
foreign residents, 
Very few burials have taken place 
there since 1900, with the exception 
C the re-interment last Thursday of 
six men. whase bodies had. been 
buried In a plot not properly a part 
of the cemetery. Despite the fact that 
I is rarely, if ever, visited, it Is kept 
Ina wondertul state of tidiness by the 
Superintendent of “Municipal Cemet- 
erles. 
Anctent Memorials 


A cinder-covered path runs throiigh 
the centre of the cemetery, with the 
graves nestling amid the trees on 
either side. Among the stone heat- 
stones are several wooden memorials. 
‘on which the carving is as clear 10: 
day as It was when they were put 
up over sixty years ago: 

In this cemetery there lie the 
bodies of nearly 1,000 men. Very few 
burials have taken place In the ceme- 
tory since the year 1900. 

‘The Cemetery and those who lie 
there are largely forgotten. ‘There 
aro some most interesting memorials 
How many know, for instance, that 
thore Js a memorial {o thirty men of 
Her Britannic Majesty's Sist  Regi- 
‘ment (now the Ist, Batt, East Sur- 
reys), ‘The memorial, which. iso 
calrn built of blocks of hewn granite, 
Is Inscribed as follows:—"Socred to 
the momory of 30 N.C.O.'s and men 
of H.BM. dist Regiment, who died in 








Shanghal, 1802, Erected by their 
‘Omecrs 
There is another memorial to a 


young sailor lad, which reads as fol. 
Jows:—~"Saered to the “memory of 
G.EG, Gissing, Born at Mendleshan, 
Suffolie, Served in the bark Havelock. 
Died September 24th, 1863, at the age 
of 19." The following inscription is 
written below:—"Kind friends, Took 
down upon my grave and read that 
far from home T died young. Take 
warning and be prepared, for yoo 
know, not how soon your ‘time may 
‘There are soveral interesting wood- 
en memorials, testifying to the faci 
that British oak ean stand the rigours 
of the Chinese climate. The carving 
is as clear to-day as It was 60 years 
ago. One of the best preserved 
reads:—"Sacred 10 the. memory of 
‘Amos Fairlamb, late Carpenter of 
MM. Navy Yard, who departed this 
Nife August 2nd, 1871, aged 34, Exe 
ed by his friends In'the Navy Yard. 
AL the little wicket entrance is a 
plot of fine grass surrounding a smal? 
bush, all that remains to mark. the 
site of the Soamen's Church which 
once stood thore. The Rev. C. Ht. 
Buteher, who came to China in 186d. 
+ was instrumental in building this, the 
first Seamen's Church, and at one time 
8 congregation of over 250 men was 
hot unusual. Mr. E. Hl, Oliver design= 
ed the church, which was built by the 
Tate Mr. Henry Lester and completed 
in 1861. Prior to that date, services 
for seamen were held on the Bethel, 
formerly the barque Euphrates, whieh 
was brought’ from Messrs. Hall. & 
Holtz at a cost of Tis. 1,250, and 
moored off Pootung Point. 


‘A Popular Church 


‘The chaplain’s report for 1870 gives 
fan excellent idea of the popularity: 
of the Tittle Poolung Church: On 
many Sundays, he says, the building. 
could not hold the congregation, and 
many had to listen through the ‘open 
windows. A new library and 
museum were built. 

Only @ few years later, the tit 
turned. “Steam began to replace sail, 
sleamers were coming out by way 
of the Suez Canal, and’ the numbers 
fof foreign seamen consequently’ 
diminished. After 1872, the work was 
faken over by the assistant at Trinity 
Chureh (now Holy Trinity Cathedral), 
‘and three years Inter by the Deatt 
himself. ‘The last recorded report of 
the Pootung Church is dated 1870, 
whon the average congregation had 
dropped to thirty. 
































Now Forrotten

Streams of persons began to arrive in 
the euurt long before the time set for 
the opening of the hearing and, when 
the limit. of accommodation was 
renched, big crowds gathered in the 
street, secking admission to the court 
compound. 


‘The situation became so serious that 
a large squad of officers of the French 
Police turned out to maintain order. 
‘At the conclusion of the hearing,

COUNCIL RULES CURB 
HORN NUISANCE 


Only Short, Sharp Signals 
May Be Given 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Coun 
last Wednesday adopted recommenda- 
tions by the Trafle Commitice to 
amend the Trac Regulations so as to 

‘ovide that no motor ear shall carry 

‘ore than two horns, that multiple 
tone horns be strietly prohibited, 
that only short, sharp signals shall 
be given, and ‘that except. in an 
emergency the use of any horn en a. 
stationary vehicle be strletly pro 
hibited, 

‘The ‘Traffic Committee devoted 
considerable time to study of a com- 
prekensive report by the Acting, 
Commissioner of Police giving details 
of investigations conducted by his 
Department ‘and the Publie Works 
Department in the mechanical prob- 
lems involved in the question of 
noises emitied by motor horns. "As, 
a result the Acting Commissioner rec- 
‘ommended ‘the following additions 
to the Trame Regulations as the most 
feficacious method of abating the 
motor horn nuisance! 

(1) “No car shall carry more than two 
horas, only one of which shall be 
electric.” A''seeond hora. when 
erred shall be a bulb horn.” 

(2) “Ail multiple tone herns are striet~ 
ly. prohibited. 

(a-When using: any horn only short 
sharp signals may be used of not 
more than half second duration. 
“Except in emergency (to warn a 
moving vehicle) "the ure of any 
horn ‘by the Person in charge of 
2 stationary "vehicle is strictly

The proposal for compulsory use of 
bulb horns was opposed in Commit- 
tee on the ground that accepted 
Dractice regarded ‘bulb horns” as 
obsolete, that they are not part of 
the standard equipment of cars, and 
that owing to the necessity of out- 

atlachment there is the liability 
of theft, In this connection reference 
way ‘made to the admission in the 
Police Report that any type of horn 
could be objectionable in use, and 
it {s abuse of the horn that is re- 
sponsible for nulsanes 

Tt having been stated that two 
electric horns formed the standard 
equipment on many cars, the sug~ 
gestion was advanced that the con- 
nected operation of the two horns: 
should be prohibited: that two 
electric horns should be permitted 
provided each operated independent- 
ly. It was, however, pointed out that 
in all American cars the two horns 
‘are connected, 

It was considered that the defini- 
on of the time to be occupied by & 
single blast (proposal 3) was un- 
necessary. Members of the Commit- 
tee expressed themselves as adverse, 
to the compulsory use of bulb horns. 
The Committce ultimately recom- 
mended that the Trafic Regulations 
provide that:— 

(1) No car shall carry more than two

() When using ar

‘The Council approved these Reg- 
ulations, but intimated that if after 
trial they prove ineffective then the 
‘matter will be reviewed. 


‘One-Way ‘Trame 
The Acting Commissioner of Police 
also submitted a report recommend- 
jing, in the interests of the traffic 
flow, the discontinuance from  Oct- 
ober 1 of the one-way traffie system 
in Kiangse Road between Peking 
and Soochow Roads and the prohibl- 
of parking or ranking in this 
section of roadway. 

‘A member of the Committee con- 
‘sidered it regrettable that one-way 
traffic systems in Shanghal should be 
Secreased, by however small an 
extent, since he belleved that in 
Principle the one-way system was 
essential to a comprehensive trafic 
scheme. 

Traffic conditions in the road 
‘concerned having been outlined, 
‘members agreed as to the advantages, 
whieh the Police proposal offered 
and recommended ‘the Council to 
abandon the one-way trafle regula- 
tion affecting Klangse Road between 
Peking and Soochow Roads as from 
October 1, and to prohibit parking 
and ranking in this section of roa 
way from that date.

Mlegal Search Incident Now 
Closed

This expression of ‘regret 
was received before the Consulate

ment emphasized, 

According ‘to the Consulate-Gen- 
‘eral’s communiqué to the press, the 
official in eharge of the search party 
will be reprimanded and measures 
laken to prevent the recurrence ot 
such incidents. ‘This “brings oa 
close an affair that agitated the local 
[Japanese community for a week and 
led to a demand for drastic action 
bbeing sent to the Consul-General, Mr. 
Haro Ishii, by a delegation of the 
Federation ‘of Japanese Street Asso- 
ciation. 





Council's Regrets 
‘The Communiqué in full read:— 
“The Seeretary-General of the 
Municipal Couneil, ina letter dated 
September 17, and addressed. to. the 
Japanese Consul-General, Mr. Ishi, 
expressed the Council's regrets over 
the illegal entry into a Japanese 
home by a member of the Shanghal 
Municipal Police on September’ 11 
Into which case investigations. have 
been carried on by both the Consu- 
late-General “and the Municipal 
authorities. ‘The communication was 
received before the Consulate-Gen- 
eral filed a protest, and indicates the 
sincerity with which the Couneit_ Is 
secking to settle the affair, The 
officer involved will be reprimanded,

140 Feet in Height 


‘The Municipal flagstaff on the 
Bund, opposite the Yokohama 
Specie Bank building, is at present 
undergoing its triennial coat of paint 
the" cheapness of which would 
surprise many—and forms quite a 
novel sight with bamboo scaffolding 
‘encircling it right up to the top. 

It is, perhaps, more generally 
‘known asthe "P. & O. flagsta 
in the days when that company's 
‘offices were on the Bund the| 
familiar blue, white, red, and yellow 
flown proudly from its top. 
1e shipping company moved 
to It new offices in 1921, however, 
the flagstaff was presented to thi 
Shanghai Municipal Council, and it 
is the Municipal flag of the Inter- 
national Settlement that is now flown 
440 feet over the busy street, 


Appearances are deceptive. The 
brass wind-vane, in the form of a 
model of one of the early P. & 0. 
‘ail and steamships, seems’ from 
below to be no more’ than from two 
to three feet long. It is, however, 
considerably more than six feet in 
Jength. ‘The yard-arm, too, near the 
top, is over thirty feet long. The 
parking-space at the foot of the 
huge pole is the most exclusive on.

word “relative.” 

‘A figure for humidity is absolutely’ 
meaningless unless the dry. bulb 
thermometer reading for exactly the 
same time and place are given.

FOREIGN SETTLEMENT 
Need for New Charter 


To the Editor of the 
“Nowru-Curxa Dany News” 

‘Sm—N must be fairly obvious to 
all who are concerned with the well- 
being of the Settlement that public 
Jopinion is rapidly coming to. rec- 
‘ognize the necessity for some change 
In the status of the Municipal Coun- 
cil_as well as in the charter under 
which it functions, 

‘The International Settlement stands 
unique amongst" the administrative 
‘entities of the world, for certainly 
the governors of no ‘other city or 
state are called upon to function 
under a charter so inadequate and 
so full of disabilities as the Land 
Regulations ‘by whieh ‘our ‘Council 
administers this extremely cosmopo- 
Mtan area. ‘These Land Regulations 
resemble a sult of clothes, hurriedly 
made to cover the nakedness of 2

The use of| 
the pass light for such vehicles| 
would generally be worthless since it 
would be invisible to the puller nor| 
are the carriage-ways, even in the| 
residential districts, entirely free 
from pedestrians after 11 p.m. espec-| 
ally during the summer months when | 
the pavements are often blocked by| 
persons, complete with chairs, cool-| 
‘ng themselves. 

One point in M. de Ruffé’s letter 1 
wish to endorse is the employment! 
of specials for detecting erring! 
motorists. In this eity there is far| 
too much reckless driving by certain 
thrusters. Who has not witnessed| 
drivers who, when the traffic is heid| 
up by a red light, drive down the| 
line of waiting cars in the hope of| 
reaching the crossing before the| 
green light comes on and who, when| 
they are caught on the wrong side| 
of the road after the green light has| 
‘appeared, are forced to squeeze them-| 
selves into the then moving trae 
stream to the danger of all concerned. 

Unfortunately, “specials employed| 
‘on such work would have to work 
fm pairs or, at least, carry a second 
person in ‘the car “who would be 
willing to provide corroborative| 
evidence against the offender, which 
would in many cases render the| 
scheme abortive.

‘and discuss what can be done other 
than by the authorities. ‘This group 
should decide whether it may be 
possible to enlist the interest of realty. 
‘companies in reform, or whether an 
interim step of demonstration must 
first be necessary. Mr. Peck told of 
the work done in England by “Public 
‘Utility Building Societies", which are 
voluntary organizations oh ‘which sit 
‘business men of acumen and sound, 
repulation, experienced in the work. 
they are irying to do. The Society: 

holders in the usual way’ 
as in a corporation, who receive a 
return on their investment. With 
these funds and others (in less 
straitened times!) borrowed,  prop- 
ferty is acquired and houses built 
whose designs are the subject of a 
close study. I came across an article 
ina journal published in England 
recentiy from the pen of Lord Bal- 
four of Burleigh. Discussing "Public 
Utility Building Societies and. the 
Housing Plan” his reflections indicate 
the scope and usefulness of the Public 
Utility Society. Tam sending the 
article to you with this letter in the 
hope that you may find room to. 
reprint it in another column. 

Why I think it may be necessary 
to evolve some such body as a Public 
Ulility Building Society in Shanghai 
Js because, as Mr. Peck pointed out, 
what is needed is 2 recognition that; 
the single room, and not the whole 
house, is for the mast part the “unit 
of cccupancy in Shanghai. There 
must be experimentation and study 



































‘and building of houses designed to 
take note of the capacity’ of the 
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People to pay. Proposing such a 
[Society dors not mean that one would 
Hnot expect real estate companies and 
others developing property as an 
investment fo give their minds to this 
question. “Indeed it may be hoped 
that the valuable experience of realty 
‘men may be available on the Society, 
‘assuming there may be one, and that 
they may otherwise make’ thelr in- 
dependent contribution, But what is 
needed in the first instance is de- 
monstration and it may be that it 
will need sueh an organization to take 
‘the initiative. 

But it is not only a question of con- 
struction ond design: there Js the 
matter of management. Here also 
demonstration is needed. In Ensland 
women estate managers are specially 
trained and employed for the supervi« 
sion of properties administered by 
Public Uulity Societies. In Shanghai 
it does not take any imagination at all 
to realize what could be done with 
2 group of trained Chinese women 
supervisors of housing areas! Any 
housing anywhere will deteriorate 
tunless “there is some imaginative 
(might T say loving?) care bestowed 
upon it. Does anyone suppose that 
‘the watchman employed in an all 
way has either the education or the 
imagination needed to handle peor 
50 that they become desirous of 
tributing to a general good? Obvious- 
ly not, Yet such is not impossible of 
attainment. Let those who speak in 
derogatory term of the dirty alley- 























side of the picture, Tam amazed at 
the liveableness of a single room in 
which a whole family has to perform 
all its functions: 1 have admiration, 
not condemnation. People such as 
these are excellent material for co= 
‘operation! 

So, then, if concurrently there 
could be begun two approaches. to 
the question—that of officials who 
Would consider a possible policy: that 
of citizens, Chinese and foreign, who 
would examine how study and de- 
monstration could be achieved which 
would lead to betterment, then we 
could hope that we could emerge 
from a situation of which none of 
lus are proud. Is Domus prepared 
to ask you to put in touch with one 
another those known to be interested. 
in this subject, whether they have 
‘written to you or whether they have 
expressed interest otherwise? Will 
those who are interested write to 
Domus in your care and tell him 
50? Or to Mr. Peck? If so we may

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MALTA:

To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Camwa Day News” 
Sin—In view of the interest likely 
to centre round Malta in the near 
future, your readers may like to know 
something about this wonderland of 
the archaeologist. It was just. about | 
the Great War period that Professor 
Zammit (now ‘Sir Tem. Zammit), 
Reclor of the University, accidentally | 
broke through the Copper Age build- 
{ngs so much in evidence in the island 
‘and discovered the much older Stone| 
‘Age bulldings which present such 
{fascinating problems to those _who| 
would probe into the secrets of the 
past, Why there should be so many 
of these temples—or whatever. they | 
may be—on a small island like Malta 
Is one problem. And why they should 
‘apparent}y be associated with Phoeni- 
clan “graves with deeply marked| 
wheel-grooves passing over them. is 
another problem not without interest 
in view of the similar problem on 

the island of Sielly. 

I was surprised to find that Lord 
Sirlekland, the Governor of the island 
at the timo of our visit, had arrived 
fat the conclusion that these temples 
were so numerous that they could 
only be referred to the time when 
Malta formed the connecting land: 
ink between Africa and Europe—| 
this dating them at least 9,000 ‘B.C. 
But even greater interest centres 
round Professor Zammit’s pinion. 
He dates these about 2,000 to 4,000 
BC, ond attributes them to ‘the: 
Phoenician navigators who made’ 
‘Malta one of the stages along’ the 
‘Mediterranean {o Britain, ‘The con 
nection of the Phoenicians with Corn- 
wall is well-known but it is not. s0| 
well-known that on the west coast 
of Ireland there still remain, T think 
it Is thres 
clan origin. ‘This definitely connects 
Phoenicia and Britain and Ireland 
ut there is an even more interest- 
ing connection, Professor Zammit told 
me that he had “listened-In’ 
Lloyd George speaking in Welsh and 
‘had not had the slightest dimeulty in 
understanding him! Thus the link of 
the past Is still there—the connection 
between Britain ond Malta is not a 
thing of yesterday nor even of con- 
‘quest but stretches back thousands of

INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS IN 
AUGUST. 


‘Two hundred and twenty accidents 
from. industrial and occupational 
causes came to the attention of the 
/Shanghai Municipal Counell during 
August. Of these, eight had fatal 
results, and nine women were 
involved, ‘The causes of 200 of the 
total are known ‘with sufficient 
accuracy, 126 having been the 
subject of special investigation and 
instruction, 

Classified by industries, 65 
accidents (one fatal)” occurred in 
Imachinery and metal trades; 32 (two 
fatal) on buildings under construction 
30 (none fatal) in textile undertak. 
5; 20 (two fatal) in transport 
Industries; 14 (one fatal) in the print 
ing trades and five (two fatal) in 
public utility enterprises. 

Classified as to causes, six accidents 
had electrical causes, three of which 
had fatal results; 41 (one fatal) took 
place on machinery moved by 
Clectrical power, 16 of which were 
‘associated with’ belts or gearing 
Seven persons (one fatally) were 
{injured in fires; one person was 
suffocated; 33 (one fatally) were 
struck by falling bodies ; and 43 per- 
sons (two of whom died) sustained 
injuries by falling,

545.184, which remains unchanged,

Derby Council is proud ofits

‘The act of 1835 imposed a uniform 
constitution on every borough and

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SWASTIKA AS EMBLEM OF NEW GERMANY 


Distinction Drawn Between Reich Citizenship and 
Ordinary Nationality: Fuhrer’s Address 


Nuremburg; Sept. 15. 


TINHE promulgation of new laws directed against the Jews, who 

are forbidden to marry Aryans, employ female Germans, or 
display the national colours, was the principal business accom- 
plished when the Reichstag, specially convened by Herr Hitler, 


assembled here this evening. 


Among the other laws decreed were one making the Swastika 
the national flag of Germany and another providing that Reich 
citizenship shall be acquired by the bestowal of a letter of patent. 

Prime interest centred on the address of the Reichsfhrer, 
‘who avowed Germany's “unthinkable love of peace,” declared that 
the new Army had been created to defend the freedom of the 
Reich, accused Lithuania of stealing Memel, and warned the Jews 





against anti-German activity, 

‘A storm of cheering greeted the 
arrival of the “Relch{hrer, whose 
address was broadeast throughout 
Germany. 

“For us," he said, “there ean only 
be one course—~our great unthinkable 
Jove of peace. ‘The purpose of the 
greation of our Army,” he asserted, | 
‘ls not to deprive other nations of 
freedom, but to defend our own. 
freedom. We do not want to concern 
‘ourselves in matters which 
‘our business, and we do not 
‘be drawn into them.” 

‘Herr Hitler then referred to Memet 
—the "sore-spot” ceded by Germany 
to Lithuania under the ‘Treaty of 
Versailles. He aroused wild cheers by 
declaring that "peaceful Meme!” had 
deen robbed by Lithuania, that the 
people of Memel had been’ oppressed 
for years, and that Germany must 
give attention to the matter. 


‘The representations made by the: 
forelgn Powers, he continued, had 
deen fruitless, and the citizens of 
‘Memel were being treated worse than 
criminals. Every appeal tothe: 
Lithuanian Government had been in 
vain, and the preparations for the} 
coming elections were a mockery.

Speaking ironically, the Reichs- 
tuhrer sald that the recent congress| 
cof the Comitern at Moscow had clear 
ly underlined the statement of the 
Bolsheviks that they were not going 
to interfere in the politics of other 
countries. 

“We are determined,” he said, “to 
‘end Bolshevik incitement in Germany 
through effective means of Nazi 
enlightment’ 

Herr Hier then referred to the 
rlot staged by Communists when the!

CHINESE TREASURES 
UNPACKED 


Hush of Excitement Over 
Distinguished Group 


London, Sept. 17, 

‘The unpacking of 96 cases of treas. 
ures for the Chinese Art  Exhibi- 
tion in November began at Burling 
ton House to-day. 

‘Among those present were Dr. 
Chen Fai-ting, the Chinese Govern- 
ment Commissioner for the Exhibl- 
ion: his two secretaries, Messrs. Tang 
Hsicfan and Chuang Shang-yin, who 
Jaccompanied him aboard the Suffolk; 
Mr. Chen Weiccheng, Counsellor of 
the Chinese Embassy; Dr. C. C. Wang, 
lof the Chinese Government Purchas 
jing Commission; Sir Percival David, 
Director of the Exhibition; and Mr. 
'W. R. M. Lamb, Secretary of the 
Royal Academy. 

‘The cases were brought from the 
jvaults and unpacked in the  exhibi- 
tion galleries behind carefully locked 
doors, Each piece was checked in 
comparison with the photograph 
[taken before leaving China 

‘There was no special ceremony, 
but there was a hush of exeitement 
as the first piece, which was a bronze 
ritual vessel of Shang Yin, 1200 B.C, 
was unrolled. The beautiful boxes 
covered with Imperial yellow silk, 
fin which each plece was enclosed, 
[drew great admiration, 




















‘The walls of the 
ready covered with 

hand-woven Chinese canvas. re- 
sembling silk. Some have been 


fcoloured to suit the contents of the 
gallery, which are mostly neutral 


‘The unpacking will occupy several 
weeks. There “are nearly 3,000 ob- 
Jeets. No such collection has been 
‘seen in the world before, Besides 
treasures from China, Italy, France, 
Germany, “Holland” ‘Sweden, Dei 
‘mark, Austria, Portugal," Soviet 
Russia, “America, and Japan, are 
contributing. 

‘The Boston Museum has lent 
‘unique bronze shrine "aswell 
many sculptures, while the Pennsyl-

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INCONSEQUENCES

“Per mare per teram." That is 
the formal Latin motto which ex- 
emplifies the Royal Marines’ claim 
to be soldiers and sailors too. Con- 
sidering that they have officially 
existed for 270 years, it is sur 
prising that within’ the last 
month they have had two new ex- 
Periences, one of them being the| 
assertion’ of a privilege always 
theirs but never before exercised. 
They have had the honour of per- 
forming this year’s summer relief| 
of the Footguards at the Royal 
Palaces and the Bank of England. 
‘And they have marched into the 
‘sacred precincts of the City of Lon- 
don ‘with colours flying, bands 
Playing and bayonets fixed.” ‘That 
all goes to show that it is never 
too late to meet the Lord Mayor. 
It can be safely surmised that the 
Right Honourable Chief Magistrate 
of the world’s chief city was duly 
sensible of the importance of the 
‘occasion, His Majesty's Jollies 
were thus renewing thelr tradi- 
tionai acquaintance with the City 
of London as a happy conclusion 
to a month in which they had. 
earned a renewal of that admira~ 
tion always accorded by London 
to them on the annual occasion of| 
thelr appearance at Olympia. 





Shanghailanders w4ll_ remember 
the drill of the Royal Marines on 
Jubilee day. ‘That has in recent 
years been ‘a standing feature of 
the Royal Naval, Military and Air 
‘Tournament. Why the Marines 
should have acquired this uncanny 
precision in handling their rifles is 
not at all clear—a poem in deft 
tunity of action which the Guards 
themselves might envy. And it is 
certain that eritical | Londoners 
watching the changing of the Guard 
in the Marine regime last month, 
or the daily trek of a contingent 
to the Bank of England for the 
historic duty of protecting Mf 
‘Montagu Norman's stronghold were 
not able to find much material for 
satire. Shanghai {s used to Marines 
of the Navy of the United States 
and know that the British and 
American Marines are peculiar to 
the two Anglo-Saxon nations. In 
other countries the marines are 
organized on different lines and 
have different functions. This 
Anglo-American unity is’ natural 
for actually independent companies 
of marines were raised in the West 
Indies under Queen Anne. More- 
over, in 1740, when George IT ruled 
England and America, three regi- 
‘ments of Marines were raised in 
the then American Colonies, the 
Colonels being appointed by the 














Crown, the Captains by local 
choice, 
So, when the United States 


Marines began their glorious history 
in 1775, their organizers were able 
happily’ to proceed on the basis of 
the British model with the right 
to regard the force as already in- 
@igenous. ‘They soon justified that 
decision. In 1777 they particularly 
distinguished themselves in the 
Bonhomme Richard against_ the 
Serapis and in 1813, in the Ches- 
apeake against the Shannon, But 
specially does the United States 
Marine glory in the fact that the 
colours of his corps bear the word 
“Tripoli” in memory of the exploit 
of 1803, when it planted the young 
American flag for the first time in 
Europe on the fortress of Derne. 
But, returning to their British 
confreres and ancestors, it is fitting 
to explain the reason of the privi- 
lege exercised in the City of London 
last week. When, in 1664, an Order- 
in-Couneil directed the’ formation 
of an “Admiral’s Regiment” in the 
guise of "1200 Land souldgers to 
be forthwith rayzed to be in readi- 
ness to be distributed in His Ma- 
Jesty's fleete prepared for sea st 
Vice” the chief source of recruit 
ment were the City of London's 
iband—hence the privilege exer- 
ised last week. The need for the 
Marines, as they came to be known 
thirty years later, lay, it must re- 
gretfully be stated, in the lack of 
discipline and training of His Ma- 
Jesty’s naval personnel. Naval of- 
ficers in those. days were bred to 
the sea but a “strange and savage 
race." They were said to have 














“robbed the King and cheated the 
seamen.” Chaos and confusion 
reigned in the Navy in spite of| 
jthe earnest efforts of Samuel 
Pepys, that impeccable Admiralty 
oficial and not so impeccable hus-| 
band of Betty Pepys. 


Disciplined. and organized lana 
loops were” wanted to solve 


the political and _administra- 
{tive difficulties arising out of 
the Navy's predicament. That 


these were real canbe gather- 
ed from the state of the law 
which made it illegal to land “press 
men,” a5 all sailors of those days 
were, on foreign soil. Soldiers 
jcould easily be used for such 
purpose. Moreover the enrolment 
fof the “Admiral’s Regiment” ingen-| 
fously disposed of the inhibition 
Iwhich forbade the retention at home| 
{in the king's pay “and other guard 
Jof armed men save as a guard for 
the royal person. So the “Admiral's| 
/Regiment” was directly responsible 
for introducing discipline and train 
ing into the Royal Navy. Tt was 
recruited partly from Hiis Majesty's 
[Footguards and largely from the| 
‘Trainbands of the City of London 
which also furnished men for the 
Buffs (East Kent Regiment), the] 
Royal Fusiliers and the Grenadier| 
(Guards. In the early days the in- 
tention’ was to make the Marines 
supply qualified seamen to the| 
Navy. In 1697. William 111 au-| 
{thorized their disbandment but his 
successor, Queen Anne revived 
them. ‘The great Marlborough was 
lonce an ensign of Marines. After! 
{the Peace of Utrecht, in accordance 
with the traditional British reaction| 
fatter a Great War, they were again 
disbanded, but 26” years later, "in 
1739, they reappeared as part of 
the ‘army. In 1747, they  came| 
again under Admiralty control, but 
the following year saw them’ dis~ 
banded again. “In 1755 they were 
revived and have had a continuous 
history ever since, being returned to| 
[Admiralty are and organized on 
the basis of depots instead of on 
the regimental system, 

‘The Marines were infantry only 
up to 1604, when developments. in 
artiliery necessitated occasional 
cauipment of the Fleet with 
detachments of gunners. In the 
8th century the constant fear of 
‘mutiny among the sailors led te the 
Marines being regarded as the 
ultimate upholders of the authority 
of admirals and captains over their 
men. So when the mutiny oceurred 
at the Nore and the sailors turned 





Marines stood firm by theirs,” and 
Lord St. Vincent's recommendation 
that they should be a Royal Corps, 
in 1802, was supported by his| 
‘testimon; 

‘There never was an appeal made| 
to them for honour, courage or| 
loyalty, that they did not more 
than realize my highest expectation. 
If ever real danger should come 
to England, the marines will be 
found the country’s sheet-anchor. 





The indiseipline of the Flect was, 
‘ot course, a reflection of the 
country’s neglect of its seamen, and 
the conditions of the service for 
these sailors, recruited mainly by, 
the press gang, were not such as 
to encourage the rapid growth of 
those fine traditions which later: 
marked the Royal Navy. Captain 
Marzyat's books, which were so| 
Popular in the last century, threw, 
‘on this aspect of naval life, a vivid 
light which was not dimmed by| 
‘the glamour of adventure and, 
humour given to his racy yarns. 


‘The Royal Marine Artillery 
actually came into being on the 
direct advice of Lord Nelson, who: 
was anxious to remove the friction 
which arose between the naval and 
artillery officers, and in 1859 the 
artillery companies of Marines were 
formed into separate divisions, and 
three years later the old name of 
‘the Royal Marine Artillery, adopted 
in 1804, but abolished in 1831, was 
restored. So to-day the Marines 
fare two corps, their official designa- 
tion of the whole being the Royal 
Marine Forces. In 1855 the Marine 
Infantry Corps became Light In- 
fantry. ‘The uniform of the ortil- 
lery is blue with red facings and 
of the RMLI. red. with blue 
facings. Both corps have the globe 
surrounded with the laurel wreath 








their officers out of the ships, the| 


for their crest and the motto above 
‘quoted. That is briefly the outline 
of the formation and organization 
of the Marines. 

‘The trainbands from which the 
‘Marines originally were recruited 
‘were the forces raised under “Com- 
missions of Musters” dating from 
the 12th century and brought under} 
‘Parliamentary recognition by the 
‘Act of 1327 which regulated the 
‘scope of military service at the 
charge of the parishes and provided 
‘for service abroad at the expense 
‘of the Crown. Until the train- 
bands were actually called out 
there was no regimental organiza- 
tion. This defect was repaired in 
the day of the Commonwealth. 
‘The militia itself develped from the 
train bands and under the Act of 
1662 these organizations were dis- 
continued in the counties but 
retained in London till 1794 when 
‘they too became militia under the 
‘name of the City of London Militia. 


In Tudor times the trainbands 
played a notable part in the civic 
Pageantry of the Corporation of 
London, and one of their great 
annual oceasions was the Muster of 
the Midsummer Watch, when the 
Lord Mayor, duly escorted by his 
bodyguard, went in procession to 
the City of London, ‘The train- 
bands drilled in Moorftelds for this 
‘occasion on the eve of the pageant. 
‘A. programme of one ot these 
diversions is still in existence and 
it gives a lively account of the 
formation and appearance of the 
train bands on the march:

But the history of the Marines 
over 200 years is the history of 
England's wars by land and sea. 
In the Napoleonic War the Marine 
forces took part in every sort of 
operation afloat and ashore, and 
the Royal Marine Artillery manned 
the trenches with their brothers of 
the Royal Artillery before Sebas- 
topol in the Crimean War. In the 
Indian Mutiny both artillery and 
infantry were with Peel's Naval 
Brigade. As for their record in 
[China and in the Great War, is it 
‘not written large in contemporary 
history? And in the annals of 
gallantry at sea there is none which 
is nobler than the story of the 
troopship Birkenhead, which ssnic 
in 1852 off the coast of South 
Africa between Cape Agulhas and 
Danger Point.

Three years ago when her native 
town of Grimsby paid tribute to its| 
istinguished daughter by bestowing 
‘on Dame Madge Kendal its honorary 
freedom, the silver casket bore an 
allegorical figure representing the arts 
of Tragedy and Comedy. ‘That was 
avfitting salute to the versatility of the 
‘great lady of the English stage who 
‘died last week. She had the stage 
in her blood. Her father and mother 
were both in the profession to which 
their large family’ of twenty-two (of 
whom Madge was the youngest) sent 
several recruits, as well as providing 
ja leading dramatist, ‘Thomas William 
Shafio Robertson, the author of d 
Uightful comedies such as "Caste" 

, and “School”, and was. in 
other ways associated ‘with literature 
and journalism. So it was not sur-| 
prising that, at the age of five, Madge 
Robertson was appearing at the old 
Marylebone Theatre in ehild parts in 
two plays, “The Struggle for Gold” 
and "The Orphan of the Frozen Sea” 
Bristol, in 1855, saw her as Eva in| 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin”, the forerunner 
of the better-known ‘drama by Rowe 
under the same title. As Cinderella 
jshe appeared in pantomime, also at 
Bristol, in 1862, having been. intro- 
duced to that form of entertainment 
two years earlier. 


Call to London 


‘The next year Ellen Terry played 
Titania” in” “Midsummer Night's 
Dream” and the “second singing 
fairy” was none other than litle 
Madge Robertson. “But London called 
hher and in 1865 at the Haymarket— 
a theatre which was destined to Bring, 
her many triumphs—she was a seven:

jome Worse, Encountered: 


Beauty of the Min River Gorges 
By Cameron Lacy 
Paar It 


As though these two amazing 
limbs had not been enough for one 
day our road took us quickly up a 
Yhitd pass in which the ascent was 
again more gradual and the descent 
more precipitate, in this respect re- 
‘sembling the first of the three passes. 
I noticed that the driver threw his 
gear into low and thus let the bus 
as easily as possible down the most 
dangerous part of the entire journey. 
‘Workmen "were repairing | several 
bad ‘washouts and digging away 
landslides that had brought down 
not only clay, gravel and rocks but 
also numerous trees. Whereas on 
the Cheklang part of the journey 
the bamboo had been the most con- 
splcuous tree as we went further 
into Fuklen the pine and then the 
Cunninghamia became more abund- 
ant. It was not until we reached 
‘Yenping that the banyan became a 
feature of the landscape. The num- 
erous and very large liquid amber 
‘frees would make this a most bril- 
ant journey in autumn ‘after the 
eaves turn colour. 

‘The third pass. was called the 
‘Wuling and crossed at 2.05. 
Fifteen minutes later the bus drew 
up at Hslenyang, which was the 
last stop before we reached Pucher 
at three o'clock. Just before we 
Feached the bus terminus we noticed 
& motor road branching sharply to 
the left, ‘This Is presumably the 
road which runs almost due east to 
Lishul in southern Cheklang and 
connects with the road to Wenchow 
fon the coast and with the more 
familiar bus routes across Cheklang 
Province from Hangchow. 

‘The indications were that the 
Lishui-Pucheng route is not yet so 
well developed as the Kiangshan 
but the road from Hangehow 
to Klangshan is probably less tra- 
yelled than that to Lishul. When 
the bridges are all built, 
scenic route for Shar 
should be that from Hangchow 
through Kiangshan to Pucheng and 
return by way of Lishul, The Kiang-

‘six hours, but of this only 4% hours 
was actual driving time. One would 
not wish to attempt this drive in 
‘wet weather, and a skilful driver is 
by no means the least important 
consideration. 
Undeveloped Highway 

For the most part the roads 
well constructed, Near Kiangshan 
there is a stretch on which @ good 
deal of cinder surfacing has been 
‘well done. ‘The abundance of gravel 
‘and the larger cobblestones, which 
fare found in the stream beds serve 
advantageously for top to the dirt 
Toads, ‘The rock cut from the 
mountainside is utilized, but a good 
deal of construction will be required 
to hold some of the earth roads in 
position," Further on in Fukien we 
found that to give bottom to the 
roadbed the nowly cut timber clear~ 
‘ed for the road was used as sleepers, 
‘making what was once known in 
the United States as corduroy roads. 
‘These have not yet been sufficiently. 
covered with earth and gravel, but 
fare serving to prevent the heavy 
buses from breaking through the 
road bottom at places that are low 
‘and soft with no other substantial 
foundations. 


Friendly and Courteous Omelals 


‘The bus terminus at Puchong is a 
sort of Union Station as the offices 
of the Chekiang highway system face 
‘those of the Fukien system across 
the courtyard. Here as in Kiang- 
shan and later at the other Fukien 
stations we found the officials uni- 
formly friendly and courteous. They 
all understand the national language 
(Mandarin) ‘though some of the 
Chekiang men understand the Shang- 
‘hai dialect and in Fuklen many of 
the station officials as well as the 
bus drivers and ticket inspectors 
speak the Foochow dialect. ‘There is 
some knowledge of English and a 
‘traveller who spoke no Chinese could 
Probably get through without too 
much dimeulty if he knew the names 
of the intermediate stations to which 
tickets are sold. One could hardly 
advise this trip, however, to those 
who do not speak Mandarin, Foo- 
chow, or read Chinese characters. 
‘All station signs appear only in 
Chinese, schedules and rates are 
posted only in Chinese, but the cost 
‘of the tickets and the ‘names of the 
stations between which they are 
available is printed on them in 
‘English. 

‘There isa Chinese In close 
‘the bus station in Pucheng, but since 
it was early afternoon and we could 
‘not get a car out to Kienyang until 
seven o'clock the next moming we 
decided to go into the city and find 
better accommodations. The Nanpu. 
Hotel was clean and commodious, 
land the prices of the rooms were

Attempted Motoreycle Tour 


Later we learned that a few weeks 
ariter a Shanghai resident, similarly 
in seareh of an interesting vacation in 
Fukien, had come through Pucheng, 
to Foochow; he, however, had startet 
in his own’ car’ which he had been 
forced to abandon at some unbridged 
stream, 

Last winter two men had attempt- 
ed to come through by motoreycie, 
but they had followed a somewhat 
aifferent route across Chekiang, and 
theirs is another story. Pucheng is 
Gestined to become a more travelled 
city, for according to. information, 
given us there the Fukien railway 
|g now surveyed through this point; 
anda man on the road offered to 
ulde us out to the new aviation 
feld. Only a few months ago. the: 
bandits were operating in thiszegion, 
end a fairly large garrison. of| 
Soldiers is now quartered in the 
town, ‘The evangelist and the school 
teacher at the Episcopal Church had 
recently come from  Foochow to 
resume their work here, and claimed 
a chureh-membership of about 90. A 
lear, shallow stream runs past the: 
city. The old stone bridge hed been 
destroyed but a pontoon bridge and|

needs. Across the river we found a

Charge for Excess Bageage 

Our bus left promptly at sevan' 
o'clock on Friday morning. It was 3 
less pretentious vehicle than the one 
in which we had ridden the doy 
before.

We saw no| 
reason for the insistence that our 
Eaggage should be checked, but since 
the charge was only 33 cents. for 
three pieces (by excess weight) we| 
made no complaint.

Slow and Cautious Journey 


The road was very slippery. Early 
in the day there had been very heavy 
rain which may have disarranged the 
bus schedule, for the regular five 
buses a day (according to the notice 
Posted in the station) should have 
‘Separted long before dark. Our car 
was not erowded and therefore no! 
carrying ils usual welght, so the reat 
wheels slid badly and compelled slow 
and very cautious driving. "At Lulkow 
where at nine o'clock the driver 
stopped for his first cup of tea and 
a cigarette I got out and chatted with

‘This was in the general 
region that had been terrorized by| 
the savage band which some years 
ago, kidnapped and ultimately be- 
headed two British women missionar~ 
les, and more recently had been 
devastated by the band which was 
reported to have been responsible for 
the murders of Mr. and Mrs. Stam. 
Some of the destruction of which 
we saw evidence must have been com- 
‘paratively recent. 

‘At noon we stopped half an hour 
for lunch at Shuichi. Here, as tre- 
quently during this trip, we would 
have taken better advantage tor; 
meals had we known just how long 
the bus would wait, but the driver 
never told his passengers when he 
was going eat. “At the end of our} 
four days" travel the observation was 
‘made that this trip could not be ri 
commended to persons who are 
dependent upon their three meats and. 
tea at regular intervals and precise} 
hours. We carried very little lunch 
with us and for the most part pleked 
up such food as was for sale by 
vendors at the ‘stations. This con 
sisted of some hard, haif-ripe pears, 
Several kinds of stcam bread” and 
dumplings, hard cakes, crullers, and 
now and then the opportunity to get! 
@ bowl of hot noodles or soft rice.

‘Summers Spent in Macao 


During the slack season from May 
to September, all who could escape 
from the ghetio in Canton recuperated 
fn idleness at Macao. Lord Saltoun 
writes, "Macao is a very pretty nice 
clean " town with excellent large 
houses built on the Portuguese plan, 
‘and must at one time have been 
strong and well fortified, but now: 
like all other things belonging to 
Portugal, the fortifications are in bad. 
order and the garrison only’ 300 strong, 
though good looking troops enough. 

“The English residents do not mix 
with the Portuguese, but they are 
very hospitable, and give a. great 
many dinners. The sort of life they 
lead is this—get up when you like 
and breakfast is ready at nine; lunch, 
hhere called tiffin, at one; at four or 
a half after go out to ride, and Kerr 
lent me a very nice Arab horse; dine 
about a quarter to eight and go 10 
bed about twelve. 

‘Since no women whatsoever were 
allowed in the foreign quarter at 
Canton, the merchants Kept their 
Wives and mistresses at Macao. In 
1831 of ‘a tolal population of 3351 
Europeans, 2,149 were women. Rac- 
ing, dancing, and the theatre provided 
other attractions.

at Macao writing to Jardine, “I took 
Ro cognizance of the mare, who Was 
in far abler hands — Jas Innes’ and 
Daniel's, — who between them 
‘managed to cut her foot.

(a junior in the firm) could not ride 
her, although Millet to exalt his own 
horte asserts she could not have been 
better ridden.

‘ward, and seemed to enter with much 
spirit into the amusement. "He made. 
many enguiries respecting the breed 
of the horses, the countries trom 
which they came, ete, which were 
Feadily explained to him in his ‘own 
Tanguage by some European gentle: 
men present.” 


Severe Edict of the Magistrate 


After each meeting which he at 
tended he solemnly issued the follow- 
ing edict, “Liu, the magistrate, pro- 
moted ten steps and marked with ap- 
probation ten times, hereby issues a 
Severe edict. During the first decade 
‘of the third moon being on public 
Dusiness at Macao, I saw with my 
‘own eyes the foreigners in the sands 
at the barrier running horses for 
sport. But there is at that place a 
road which is a thoroughfare and 
is apprehended that the foot  pas- 
sengers may be injured, which would 
lead to disturbance ‘between the 
flowery Chinese and barbarous for- 
eigners. 1, therefore, commanded the 
‘Macao Linguist to convey my orders, 
to the barbarian eye, requiring him 
to prohibit striclly these proceedings. 
However, after this it appears that. 
the said barbarians ran races and 
made sport a second. time. This 
really is most unlike serious business, 
Nevertheless, excusing what is past, 
I hereby issue a strict interdict, and 
‘order all the barbarians at Macao 10 
know that hereafter they must obey 
the laws and regulations of the 
Celestial Empire, and must not any 
‘more run races for sport on the sands 
near the barrier; it may lead to in- 
Juring the foot passengers and caus. 
ing a disturbance. At the iseuing of 
this proclamation let everyone im- 
plicitly obey. If any presume to op- 
ose he wili be seized with vigour 
and severely punished. Do not. say 

t you have not been told before 
hand.” After “saving face and Te- 
‘putation” with this edict the old rogue 
‘gaily took his seat in the ladies’ stand 
at the next meeting. Small’ wonder, 
that at times the foreign barbarians 
found it dificult to take the “flowery” 
mandarins seriously. 

So lived the foreign community in 
Canton and Macao before 1639.

BOATMEN HAVE OWN 
TEMPLE 


Little Known House of 
Worship Visited 
SPECIAL 70 HE “s.-c, weRaLa” 


To-day, many of Shanghai's old 
landmarks are fast disappearing, bein. 
superseded on all sides by modern 
structures of steel and concrete. It 
‘was not so long ago that the “North- 
China Daily News" organized a 
search for old-style Chinese buildings 
yhaving interesting histories, and 
which at one time were important 
landmarks, perhaps well remembered 
by many old China hands, but which 
now are almost drowned in an obli- 
vion of ever-progressing moderniza- 
tion. 

Perhaps one of the most fascinating 
of these old landmarks, however, was 
overlooked in this search. Tt ranks 
Jamong the oldest of the still-existing 
temples built when Shanghai was 
stilt a village of bamboo or straw 
huts on the mud banks of the Whang- 
oo. On the south side of Amoy 
Road, almost at iis junction with 
Soochow and Fokien Roads a=4 
within a stone's throw of the wooden 
Fokien Road Bridge in Louza Di 
trict, stands this temple, one of the 
quaintest and most interesting that 
the writer has ever entered. It was 
‘built for and dedicated to the boat- 
‘men of the Soochow Creek, and to- 
[day it stil performs that mission, 


Inconspicnous Entrance 
Its entrance is unprepossessing, so 
much £0 that, although the “writer 
assed it almost every day for nearly 
‘eighteen months, it was only through 
ure chance and a little natural i 
uisitiveness that the discovery was 
made, 

Passing through its inconspicuous 
doorway, one enters a clean, bright 
‘courtyard, perhaps, Jf one is'fortun- 
ate enough, to be grected by the 
keeper of ‘the temple, a delightful 
type of elderly Chinese, placidly liv. 
ing his simple lige amid « city wh'ch 
characterizes a rush and scramble 
for this world's goods, ever ready 10 
‘welcome a visitor with a cheery yet 
weather worn face, nervously pufing 
{his Chinese pipe the while, 

In the courtyard of the Boatmen’ 
‘Temple a: 

features. One is a huge urn standing 
in the ‘middie of the area and in 
‘which devotees burn ‘their paper 
sycee and sandal wood, According. 
to the inscriptions on this huge urn, 
it is some four hundred years ola, 
and was brought from ‘elsewhere 
‘When this temple was erected. Many 
of the characters have been eroded 
by time and the weather, but should 
the visitor know his characters he 
‘will easily be enabled to read enough 
of the inscriptions to learn something 
of the urn's history. 


A Fresh Water W 


‘The other interesting thing in the 
courtyard is a fresh water well. Only 
‘about two feet in diameter but man} 
feet in dept, it supplied the boatmen 
‘Of the Soochow Creek, when their 
boats were tied up to the banks of 
the creek nearby, with their fresh 
water for drinking purposes, and even 
in these days of pure-water-on-tap 
through the courtesy of the Shanghai 
|Waterworks Company, Limited, boat 
‘men still patronize the waters of this 
well, ‘which incidentally are surpris- 
ingly clean, cold and fresh. In fact, 
the writer ‘sampled the waters upon 
the assurance of the temple keepe: 
that no harm would befall him, and 
found them to be quite wholesome 
tasting and refreshing on the hot 
summer's day. 

On the eastern sides of the court- 
yard are the quarters of the temple 
‘keeper and his assistants, while on 
the south side stands the sanctuary. 
‘As with all Chinese temples, this 
latter place is dark and somewhat 
‘gloomy, walls, ceiling, idols and 
furniture all" covered” with thick 
grime, the result of many, many 
Jmoons of cleaning neglected. ‘Perched 
in their box-like shrines, with eur- 
tains partly drawn before them, the 
gods stare upon one, at first uncon: 
Sclously inspiring one with an awe 
fakin to fear. 

One stands in the gloom and almost 
perfect silence, to ponder upon these 
emblems ‘of a’ people's belief, ‘which 
remain in their niches throughout the 
years, perhaps’ centuries, moving 
neither “hand nor foot,” eye nor 
tongue, and yet commanding the 
obeisances of human beings. Little 
wonder that a race much given to 
[superstitious beliefs should stand 
either in awe or deep respect of 
these idols and the spirits which taey 
‘severally represent! 


Model of a Barge 


Looking up toward the roof, our

down through the rapids with as- 
surance that did eredit to the pilot. 
‘At times one was reminded of the 
upper Yangtze though there is no- 
thing on the Min either so magnificent 
or go terrifying. Below Clukow. 
(where we stopped from 11 am. until 
a ‘rifle past noon) there were views 
which could be compared to Lake 
Maggiore or other places in the 
Talian Alps. Bright sunshine, clouds 
‘and brief showers followed each other 
to give all the variation of light and 
shade that made the green hills and 
high mountain peaks a constant de- 
light, During the afternoon we made 
another half hour stop at Duké and 
Feached the Upper Bridge at five 
o'clock, 

Formerly it was necessary to leave 
the launeh at this point, but the first 
span of the old stone’ bridge has 
now been raised high enough to let 
the launches through. ‘The water was 
$0 high, however, that very careful 
handling of the ‘boat was required 
to let us gradually down through the 
tow, narrow opening. Many of the 
astengers disembarked here and took. 
4 motor bus into the city of Foo 
chow, but we decided to stop aboard 
until ‘it reached its anchorage at San 
Bo, not very far above our destin; 
tion. Tt was six o'clock when we 
anchored, and showery. But event- 
ually we dickered for passage in. 
‘sampan which for twenty cents landed 
us a short distance from the Anglo- 
Chinese College, and for another 
twenty cents a rickshaw transported, 
‘our bags to the Methodist ‘Mission, 
between showers, perfectly dry. ‘The 
tower clock was striking seven as we 
entered the gate that marked the end 
of our journey.
